Tlvs 
could mean a type of fiscal zoning -tlie devcl* 
opment trf commercial areas designed to 
raise ux money quickly and ease the finatv 
clal pressure. 

If such areas were developed at the ex¬ 
pense of an overall metropolitan plan they 
would, of necessity, detract from the city 
core, the speaker told a Join* trieettag of tho 
Vletoria Kiwania and tha Victoria Electric 
aub. 

In the end. die mayor said, one would 
have a situation with fiercely conpetitive 
oommerclnl areas. Such a conation could be 
catastrophic for ererybody.

In grandmother's time, no garden 
could possibly be considered properly 
himiidwd wilhout Its lilac bush. The 
lilac was referred to In Those days as a 
“dooryaxd" shrub, and was always 
planT^ ciose enough to the back dour so 
the sweet fragrance of its blooins wou1<l 
waft through the screen door and into 
grandmoNier's summer kitchen — a 
screened porch tacked on to the kitchen 
proper. 

Perhaps because of these memoir 
a!isoci8tion8. I think that if I were 
planting up a new garden, the very first 
shrub 1 woukl select wxiuM be a lilac. 
True, lilacs have certain disadvantages; 
they make rather leggy, tall bushes in 
time, out of proportion in tiny clly 
gardens, and they don't mix very well 
with other shrobs. Nor can I recom' 
mend the lilac for the truly lazy 
gardener, for it neglected, the bush 
looks like drtth warmed over when 
covered with ugly brown seed pods, astd 
taking oAt tlie s|ient tdousns Is a 
miserable, monotonous and time-coiH 
suming chore. 

* * a 

Suckers, too. are a problem. Some 
kinds send up a veritable forest of 
shoots tram below ground, and on a 
grafted Itlac these have to be taken off 
the hard way, digging desvn laborioualy 
and slicing dim away tram ihe roots at 


their point of origin. Nevertheless, I 
wouldn't want a garden without a 
couple of lilacs around the place. 

Ulacs can be planted either in the 
sin-ing or the faU. and 1 have even 
moved a pretty big IXHh tuccesifully in 
midwinter, when I had to skim oM a 
thick crust of frozen soil before I cotdd 
dig over the ske They like a fair 
amount of lime tn the sotl, piaferably in 
A mild, kmgdastlng form such as 
TKilvrrizcd limestone. Scatter about 
Three cuiduls per square yard on the 
soil surface before you dig it over; dig 
in. too, half a bucketful at retted 
manure or ripe cesnpost per square 
yard. See that your bush gets plenty of 
water during its fint summer, and wet 
down the leevea witti tfie hoar during 
dry spells. 

* a • 

After Ha tint year, the hlac can 
forage for Itself, although a suiface 
mulch of old manure will make for 
bigger trusses of bloom and richer, 
deeping colors. 

It is very Important to plant your 
lilac deeply. If you buy your buah from 
a nurseryman, the sedi mark on the 
stem will Indicate Its previous depth; 
set it In b e tween two and diree Inches 
deeper than Ihii when you plant it In 
your own garden. 

It may or may not bkxan the first 
summer, depending cn Its age, size and 


■late of health. It will almost certainly 
Moom the second year, but the tru.ssi-s 
of flowers will not be tuU size nor in 
their true color laitij the third year 
after planting. 

If you arc looking for rich color and 
the troe old-fatfdaned lilac fragronee, I 
can recommend Souvenir de Louis 
Spaeth, a very old French variety 
bearing enormous tru-nes nf single 
flowers ta deep purple. My seemd 
choice would be a goml double white 
lilac such as Mme. Lemoine. These 
•houid cost 13 to S5 each, depending on 
the age and size of the plant.

The newer hybrids wlH have bigger 
Individual floirts, bigger trusses and 
more suriling colors, but rnay be 
somewhat lacking In fragrance. Some of 
the best of these were developed by 
Miss Isabella Preston, one of Cknada'l 
great plant breeders, and Include 
Hiawatha in lilac rose; Oorml. a 
scintillating pink; Royalty, violet 
purple; Redw^, the color of a clear 
port wine, and Docwld Wyman, vivid 
rosc'ied. 

A few years ago there was quite a 
lot of excitement in harticultwal cb'cles 
over the news of the Drst yellow lilac, 
which was given the name Primrose. It 
IS a pretty Nang, but I bava yet to sea 
one wMch could be caNed a true yellow 
— tfte blooms are more cd a pale cream 
ahade.
